Detroit, which owns its own lighting plant, lighted its streets at an aver­ 


age cost per lamp of $34.99 per la Tip: and that during the year end­ 


ing Dec. 31, 1905, Detroit lighted its streets at a cost per lamp of $33 18, 


a saving of $1 81 
over the previous year. 
In Milwaukee this year the 


lowest bidder offered to light the C^eam City streets for $99 per lamp. 


Detroit pays one-third of the sum. 


In La Crosse the city pays $75 j cr lamp for lighting the streets, but 


es Mr. Gelatt was ford of telling us before he “acquired” that common 


stock in the light trust, the lamps used are “ pony” lamps and do not con­ 


sume the amount of current require ] by contract. 
Certain it is that they 


do rot consume enough to make a brilliant success of the street lighting. 


In cities wherein private companies are doing public lighting at a 


price that is within the bounds of reason .there may be some question 


--es to the advisability of establishing a municipal lighting plant, but in 


cities like Milwaukee where private companies are charging $99 for what 


experience shows can be produced f o r $33.18, there can be no reasonable 


question concerning the wisdom of b’.ild’ng a city plant.

the logic of these figures from Detroit will prevail and that the intelli­ 


gent efforts of th; Free p re?s will eventually win the day— not, however, 


without defeating the opposition of the light trust which will fight for its 


lake off until the bitter end.

Commenting on the fight being waged in Kansas City against that 


community’s ice trust, a contemporary says: 


There is no ice trust in Kansas City if the word of the sec­ 
retary of “ The People’s Ice, Storage & Fuel company” is taken at 
its face value 
The county prosecutor is attempting to show that 
a trust has been organized in restraint of trade in ice.

The “ People's” appears to be the big company in the ice busi­ 
ness, for the secretary says that when he fixes the price for his 
company all the other companies, so far as he knows, follow his 
lead. 
But he says there is nounderstanding between the com­ 
panies that they arc to do this.

DIGGING^ DITCH 


A F T O N , Wyo., July 17.—Although 
-*\ hat is believed to be the richest gold 
strike ever made in the west is at­ 


tracting hundreds of prospectors and 
adventurers to the 
Marion 
Heap 
ranch. 
Ranchman Heap and his men 
arc guarding the find with shotguns 
in order that the stampede may not 
interfere with the irrigation work he 
is doing. 
Perhaps when the irrigation 
ditches and reservoirs arc completed 
Heap may work his gold mine, and 
permit others to share in its riches, 
but ju>t now he is more interested in 
carrying out 
his irrigation project 
than anything else. 
The strike was made by the men 
who were at work on the irrigation 
ditch, 
rile men struck a cement bcd 
which it was found necessary to blast 
in order that the construction of the 
canal 
might 
proceed. 
In clearing 
away the dirt after the blast, the men 
picked up handsful of glittering nug­ 
gets of gold. 
Some were as large as 
wheat kernels and one or two even 
larger, while hundreds of 
nuggets 
about the size of pinheads were pick­ 
ed up. 
It is estimated that this one 
blast 
brought forth 
gold 
to 
the 
amount of at least $5,000. 
The blast 
exposed a glacial 
formation which 
appeared to be literally studded with 
the precious metal. 
The Heap ranch is 
located near 
Thayne, some miles cast of this place. 
News of the 
great 
strike quickly 
spread and hundreds of eager and 
excited prospectors trooped to th* 
place, onlv to find themselves barred 
by Heap's guard armed with shotguns 
sud rifles. 
Heap addressed 
the 
prospectors 
m d told them that he would not allow 
the find to interfere with the work 
he was doing on his ranch, and stated 
that the irrigation ditches and reser­ 
voirs would have to he finished before 
be would allow a claim to be staked. 
The rospectors, seeing that Heap 
v.as in deadly earnest, pitched in and 
begall helping to complete his work. 
The ditch digging is being carried on 
with feverish energy, and each day 
adds to the number of men who are 
at work upon it, each with visions of 
a. rich claim at the end of his stint.
